In the Irish Free State Senate vesterdar 
the Poor Relief (Dublin) Bill was 
read a second time. Mr. Mulcahy, 
the Minister in charge of the measure, 
laid stress on the fact that the bill 
was not of a temporary character. — 
admitted that he cid not Know the 
extent to which relief might have to 
be given under the bill. It was not 
an attempt to solve the unemployment 
question, because that question could 
not be solved through the relief 
system. 

hoped that very soon there would be 

a chance of discussing the whole 

matter as to where the burden would 

fall, whether as a tax or a rate. 

A second reading was given ito the 
Gaeltacht (Housing) Bill. Mr. John- 
son (Labour) pointed out that the 
Gaeltacht, as defined in the schedule 
of the bill, contained ninety-seven 
areas, whereas the Gaeltacht (Com- 
mission had been able to define only 
seventy. 

As there was a very small percentage of 
Irish speakers in many of the areas 
defined in the schedule, he thought 
that there was a possibility that they 
were not going to get one halfpenny 
benefit-—-and he thought it was not 
intended that they should. That, in 
his opinion, was part of the scheme

‘POOR RELIEF BILL. 


Mr. T. WESTROPP BENNETT, Chairman, 
presided at the meeting, which commenced at 
ó p.Im. 

The second stage oí the Expiring Laws 
Bill, 1929. was passed. The Committee stage 
will be taken to-day. 

On the second stage of the National Health 
Insurance Bill, 1929. 

Mr. MULCAHY. Minister for Local Go 
vernment and Public Health, explained the 
purport of.the bill. He detailed the pronosed 
changes in the system of National Health In- 
surance, and said that it was intended essenti- 
ally to give effect to the recommendations of 
the National Health Insurance Commission. 

The bill was read a second. time. 


QUESTION OF DESTITUTION 
On the motion for the second reading of 
the Poor Relief (Dublin) Bill, 
Mr. JOHNSON said that he thought the 
Senate ought not to adopt the bill without 
amendment. $ a® bringing the City 
and County of Dublin into line with the rest 
of the country was concerned. the hill would 
re-enact some of the most obnoxious prcvi- 
siens of the old Poor Law—that was. that 
relief could be given cnly to the destitute 
poor. He thonght that was a great blot upon 
the bill. He hoped that the Minister would 
embody in the measure such amendments as 
would enable able-bodied people to receive 
relief outside the workhouse. The re- 
introduction of the words ‘‘ destitute poor’’ 
meant that destitution should be a condition 
for giving “relief. It meant in. practice that 
f a poor person had only such scanty pro- 
perty as an old picture on the wah or %

“ SHOULD BE A LIMIT.” 
: Mr. BROWN said that there should be a 
imit to the expenditure under the bill. There 
Was a necessity for the bill. but that did not 
justify them in passing a bill without putting 
some limit to ‘the rate that could be struck 
The bill vas an experiment. ká 

Mr. COMYN said that there was a very 
definite limit in the word “ destitution.” That 
would be the measure of the relief given. 
and the destitute poor had now, as always 
the first charge on the resources of the par- 
ticular area in which they resided. 

Mr. PH. WILSON said that the people who 
were now criticising the bill had ‘very little 
sympathy for the rest of the country when 
they had to bear the burden which was now 
being placed on Dublin in respect of the poor 
of the city. Senator Brown wanted a limit 
to the amount to be paid by the Dublin rate. 
payers, but they would never have heard anv. 
thing of the limit if the bill did not apply to 
Dublin. This particular service was as much 
a national service as the old age pensions, 
and should be treated as a national service. 
and not as a Poor Law one. He strongly 
objected to the two vears’ rasidential gual. 
fication, hecause the Minister had nat inserted 
in the bill any provision to make the arrange- 
ment reciprocal. 

“UNTOLD MISERY.”’ 

Mr. FARREN said that since 1923 there 
had heen thorsands of families in Puhlin 
suffering untold risery, and all that the bill 
asked was to pnt these people in the same 
position as similar peonle were in all other 
parts of the countrv. Yet there was an out- 


cry against the bill. 

Sir E. COEY BIGGER . asked the 
Minister . to. consider a better definition 
than that of ‘destitute -oor.”’ In the 
Medical Charities Act the word. was 
poor” person, not “destitute” person. 
There were people in Dublin on the 
verge of starvation. and provision should be 
made for their relief. He did not think 
that anvbody suggested a limit to the amount 
to be given to destitute persons; the sugges- 
tion was that there should be a limit to the 
amount to he levied on the rates. 

Mrs. WYSE POWER said that she hopod 
the House would not listen to any limit ní 
the amount to be given to the destitute poor. 
Every case should be dealt with on its merits, 
and the work of the Commissioners was the 
best earnest. that they were not going to 

ive too mucl away. 

Mr. DOUGLAS suggested that some wy 


should be found, not to limit the amount 
necessary: for the relief which the illl 
allowed, but the amount which should be 


chargeable to the City of Dublin. He thought 
that the amount chargeable to the ratepayers 
ought to be limited, and, if necessary, have 
the balance paid by the taxpayers, - 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that he could not 
see any justification for imposing any restric- 
tions in the case of Dublin while no such 
restrictions were imposed elsewhere. The 
population of Dublin represented sixteen per 
cent of the Saorstat, but the proportion of 
civil servants living in the city and county 
was fifty-four per cent. ; barristers, sixty-five 
per cent.; solicitors thirty-six per « nt.; 
medical profession, thirty per cent. ; dentysis, 
forty-three per cent.; chartered accountaiuts, 
fifty-seven per cent., and shopkeepers, thir v- 
three per cent. They would find that iw 
most other occupations the majority was 
considerably more than sixteen per cent. 


“A BLANK CHEQUE.” 
The RIGHT HON. ANDREW JAMESON 


said that they were told that this was a 
temporary measure to meet existing .sh- 
ditions. He asked tbe Minister to say what 


the probable cost would be. They should 


be able to say whether it would he five 
shillings in the pound or only one shilling.

Mr. MULGAHY, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, said that he would like to brush 
aside any false. interpretations as to the 
temporary characte: of the provisions of titis 
measure. The bill extended to Dublin 
and the County of Dublin what had been 
national policy in the rest of the country, and 
what was in the 1923 Act in this respect. 
No one should get it into his head that 
relief would be given to the able-bodied 
this year and next year, and then was going 
to stop. 

Estimates had been given by various per- 
sons and in the Press as to the cost, and he 
had been asked for an estimate. He did not 
know the extent to which relief might have 
to be given under this bill. The Commis- 
sioners before they advised the Dublin ('or- 
peration what rate would be required would 
ave to examine the applications that came 
before them, 
accordingly. 

EXPERIENCE OF OTHER CITIES. 
. This form of relief had been in operation 
in Cork and Waterford since 1924, and the 
increase in outdoor relief had not been any- 
thing like the proportion that had been 
quoted as far as Dublin was concerned. 

This bill was not an attempt to solve the 
unemployment problem. They could not 
solve the unemployment problem through the 
relief system. The powers for work that 
Were sought in the bill were powers that 
could hardly be much utilised, but he wanted 
to enable the Commissioners to give work 
where work could be got for persons whom 
it would be charity fo employ on . work 
rather than to give them relief. 

Referring to a letter from the Chamber of 
ommerce with regard to the Law of Settle- 
ment, the Minister said that there was no 
Law of Settlement here, and eyery reasonable 
intelligence in Great Britain that had heen 
brought to bear on the Law of Settlement 


and suit the requirements 


The question of de-rating had been raised 
as ta whether the burden of relief should be 
a tax or a rate, and he hoped that very 
soon there would be a chance of discussing 
the whole matter as to where the burden 
would fall. 

Mr. ALFRED BYRNE suggested that the 
Standing Orders should be suspended so that 
the remaining stages of the bill could be 
taken on the following day, in order that the 
poor and hungry in the City of Dublin 
Should he able to receive immediate relief. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he feared that 
the next stage could not he taken so soon. 

The second reading of the bill was passed, 
and the Committee stage was arranged for 
Tuesday next.

REAL 


LABOUR SUSPICIONS OF 
HOUSING BILL. 


On the motion for the second reading of 
the Housing (Gaeltacht) Bill, 1929, 

Mr. FIONAN LYNCH, Minister for Lands 
and Fisheries, said that the bill was one to 
give certain special facilities for building 
dwelling-houses‘ and poultry-houses in the 
Gaeltacht districts, whose populations were 
twenty-five per cent. Ivish-speaking. Housing 
conditions in the Gaeltacht were bad, because 
virtually all previous legislation had passed 
then. over. This bill would help those who 
had been passed over by the Congested 
Districts Board. The amount of money that 
was proposed to be expended between grants 
and loans was £250,000. 

Mr. FARREN, in welcoming the bill as the 
beginning of an effort to deal with the 
problem of the Gaeltacht, said that some of 
the unfortunate people in the Gaeltacht were 
living in houses that were unfit for cattle. He 
welcomed the decision to have a standard 
type of house built, and he hoped that the 
materials would be of Irish manufacture, and 
that there would be a system of joint- 
purchasing, so that the owners of the houses 
could not be penalised by the suppliers. Jf 
the bulk of the money for material was to go 
out of the country it would be bad economy. 
He congratulated the Minister on the produc- 
tion of the bill. and said that when the 
limited amount given under it was spent he 
could come again and he would be given all 
the money that they could afford for the 
continuance of tiis work. It was an 
appalling thing that sixty. per cent. of the 
money spent on housing schemes in the Free 
State in recent years had gone out of the 
country. 

Mr. O'DOHERTY. on behalf of Fianna 
Fail, welcomed the bill as an attempt to do 
something for the fior-Ghaeltacht (the real 
Gaeltacht), but he felt that more good could 
be done, considering the limit of the money 
available, if the areas scheduled to benefit 
were curtailed. He intended to move an 
amendment to that effect. He endorsed Mr. 
Farren’s suggestion with regard to the use of 
lrish-manufactured material, and the joint- 
purchasing of supplies. 

THE McGILLYCUDDY said that he 
thought £250,000 would not go far, but he dis- 
agreed with the suggestion that the area 
should be curtailed. 


GAELTACHT’S VAGUE BORDERS. 

Mr, JOHNSON said that it seemed to him 
hat only fd¢w standard houses would be 
erected in the poorer portions of the Gael- 
tacht. The aim of the bill seemed to be to 
improve houses in these districts. He thought 
that it would be better if the 8chedule were 
abandoned altogether. Jt was likely to 
cause harm and discord, and was not of any 
use. 

Che Gaeltacht in the schedule of the bill 
differed considerably from the Gaeltacht at 
the time of the Commission’s report. Some 
areas had been left out of the schedule, while 
a considerable number of areas had been put 
into it which were not considered to be 
Gaelic-speaking areas in the Commission's 
There were seventy areas which were 


‘report. 
considered to be the Gaeltacht by the 
Gaeltacht Commission, whereas in the 


schedule there were ninety-seven such areas. 
He thought that there was a possibility that 
many of these areas in the schedule were not 
going to get one halfpenny benefit, and he 
thought it was not intended that they 
should. There was a clear intention on the 
part of the Ministry that they should get no 
such benefit, and that was part of the scheme 


. of the bill. 


Mr. Johnson went on to particularise Irigh- 
speaking areas which had been left out of 
the schedule, and, among others, mentioned 
areas in Galway. In Clare he said that there 
was an area where eighty-seveen per cent. 
of the population was Irish-speaking, and it 
had not been included in the schedule. 

Mr, WILSON said that, perhaps, they did 
not want honses. 

Mr. JOHNSON, continuing, said that other 
places with only five per cent. and ten per 
cont. of Irish speakers were included. The 
sehedule was utterly unreliable and of no 


value. 


“TRUEST RACE IN THE COUNTRY.” 

Mr. COMYN said that he hoped they were 
not dealing with the question of the 
Gaeltacht as if thev were legislating for the 
lowest stratum in the State. They were nof 
dispensing gifts, but merely doing an act of 
justice to those to whom justice was long 
due. These people were a superior and pro- 
lic race, and they were the truest race in 
the country. The land in the Gaeltacht was 
the most improvable land in the country, and 
he asked them to give these people a chance 


to make good. 

Mr. LYNCH, Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, replying, said that his Department 
would strongly insist on the use of Irish 
materials in the building of the houses. It 
had been suggested that a time-limit should 
be named for the expenditure of the money. 
He was anxious that it should be expended as 
soon as possible, but care should. be taken 
that it was not uneconomically expended. 
Putting a time-limit on the. expenditure 
would, in a sense, be an invitation to spend 
regardless of the results obtained. 

‘ho second reading of the bill was passed.

THE REAL PURPOSE. 

Captain Connolly, Area Chairman of the 
British Lane (Dublin), agreeing with Lady 
Greer, said that the real purpose of the exist- 
ence of the Women's Section was to co-oper- 
ate in every way with the men's branches of 
the Legion. .

NEW Dhúchas been shed on the life 
story 0oí:the-passenrer pigeon—-one of 
the most “iérdinary in zoological his- 
tory-—by a bulletin published by the Royal 
Ontario Museum of Zoology, summarising 
the results of a valuabie piece of recent 
research work. As late as the early part 
of the nineteenth century, vast numbers 
of these beautiful birds were to be seen 
in North America, particularly in the 
region extending from ihe Gulf of Mexico 
to Hudson's Bay, and from the eastern 
sea-board to the Rocky Mountains. Yet 
it is solemnly recorded that the last- 
known survivor died in the Zoological 
Gardens, Cincimnati, in the summer ní 
1914. 

There is n° parallel to the ruthless and 
relentless slaughter which culminated in 
the compicte extermination of a prolific 
species in so short a period. Furthermore, 
there are no: parallels to.» the scenes 


described by Alexander Wilson, Audubon | 


an? the early historians of the West, in 
connection with the thigratory flights, and 
settlement in their nesting places, of huge 
flocks of these biras. 


WATERTON’S SCEPTICISM. 


Waterton, most trustworthy of English 
natura!ists, was frankly sceptical of some 
of Audubon’s stories. When reminded 
that Audubon contemplated Nature as she 
really was. seeking her in her sanctuaries, 
he retorted: *‘ Well, be it so; I do not 
dispute his word; still, I suspect thas, 
during the «earch and contemplation, 
either the came herselt was in liquor, or 
her wover in Lallucination.”’ 

Audubon tells of the pigeons arriving in 
the woods by thousands, alighting every- 
where, “one above another, until solid 
masses as Jarge as hogsheads were formed 
on the branches all around.’’ He added: 
“ Many trees, two feet in diameter, I 
observed, were broken off at no great 
distauco from the ground; and ithe 
branches of many of the largest and 
tallest had given. way «as if the forest. had 
been swept by a tornado! Everything 
proved to me that the number of birds 
resorting to this part of the forest must 
be immense beyond conception.’ if 
Audubon’s testimony stood alone, it might 
well be dismissed as the product 
of a lively imagination. Confirmatory 


evidence, however, is quoted from so many |. 


different quarters that it must be treated 
with a _ certair. ameunt of respect. 
Alexander Wilson, for instance, whose 
name stands ‘high--among. American 
naturalists, writing in the early part of 
the nineteenth century, described a. flight 
which passed over his head for more than 
three hours, and whicia he estimated to 


ontain more than 2;000,000,000 pigeons.’ 


Lydekker records the flight in 1876, 


or 1877, of a compact mass of pigeons five 


miles long by one mile wide. According 
to another correspondent, ‘‘ there “were sv 
many on the ground, in one spot, that it 
loohad ant and, *‘ when they few up 
on tie. tres. it seemed like the whole 
ground was a-raising.”” Still another 
correspondcnt speaks of the pigeons rising, 
When alarmed, “with a roar like a 
passing train.” 


COLUMNS OF BIRDS. 


Tt was no uncommon thing to see.dense 
columns of pigecns, eight or ten miles 
long, flymy at a great height, and, 
according to the calculations of some 
observers, credited with carefulness and 
accuracy of cbservation, in some of their 
great migraticns the column of birds on 
the wing was miles broad and more than 
150 miles Jong. The roosting places were 
correspondingly extensive. In the forests 
of the Mississippi they sometimes covered 
an ‘area -forty miles in length. Mr. 
Stevens, one of Lydekker’s authorities, 
visited a nesting place near Petosky which 
extended cr twenty-eight miles, and 
averaged three or four niles in width. He 
actudliy witnessed the arrival of one body 
of birds in a cclumn severa! miles in 
length. Every tree for the entire 
distance of: twenty-eight miles had its 
burden of nests, and many were filled with 
them—sometimes as many as one 
hundred nests were to be observed in a 
single tree. The noise of wings and of 
cooing voices was Jeafening, drowning the 
reports of guns, and, when atmospheric 
conditions were favomable, the clamour 
could be heard four or five miles away. 

The passenger pigeon (ectopistes migra- 
torius) was a bird of great beauty, one of 
its chief characteristics being a tail 
longer than the wings. The sexes were 
distinguished by variations of colour. In 
the male the head and upper part of the 
body were bluish-grey, the wings spotted 
with black, the quills brownish-black, 
with grey edges, the chin whitish-grey, 
the breast cinnamon-rufous, shading into 
pale vinous en the rest of the underparts, 
and white on the undertail coverts. On 
the back and sides of the neck glittering 
golden and violet ametallic. célours: com- 
bined to produce a brilliant effect. 

The colours of the female were more 
subdued. varying from brownish tints on 
the upper parts of the breast to white on 
the abdomen and rest of the under- 
parts. The nests consisted of a few twigs, 
placed in a fork of the branches: ofa tree. 


Two ecgs were usually laid, hat many 


nests contained only one. The birds bred 
two or three times in a season, and both 
birds incubated—the female between. two 
o'clock p.m. and nine or ten o clock the 
next morninz, and the sales from nine or 
ten a.m. to two p.m. 


THE PROCESS OF EXTERMINATION. 


The process of extermination of the 
birds began, and was naturally 
accelerated, with the rapid settlement of 
the interior of the United States.

The passenger pigeon was not properly 
a bird of passage. Its moveménts from 
place tc place were chiefly influenced by 
the necessity of seeking fresh feeding 
grounds. When tke flocks arrived in new 
quarters, the inhabitants of the neigh- 
bouring country lost no time in seeking 
them out. All sorts.of means, apart fro:n 
shooting and petting, were used to secure 
the birds. Sometimes they were knocked 
off their perches at night by means of 
long poles. On other occasions they were 
stifled by the fumes from pots of burning 
sulphur.. Frequently, trees were cut down 
in order to bring them to the ground in 
greater numbers. ‘They were eaten fresh, 
or salted, and instances are reported in 
which hogs were actually taken to fatten 
on their corpses. Wolves, foxes, lynxes, 
cougars, bears, raccoons, nolecatse, eagles, 
hawks and vultures congregated to share 
the spoils. » |

The Dublin Corporation and the Rath- 
mines Urban District Council have com- 
bined to make the stretch of the Grand 
Canal, from Charlemont Bridge to Griffith 
Bridge, where the branch joins the main 
waterway, one of the most delightful 
stretches for a walk to be found around 
Dublin. | A concrete roadway, wide aud 
glistening white, stretches all the way, 
offering much temptation to motorists to 
try the speel cof their cars. “That they 
succumb to the temptation a little too 
often is probably not quite .enjoyed by 
the estrian who likes to take ““ the 
middle of the road,’’ but one has only to 
look at the road to forgive, and to realise 
that one would de the same if one were 
driving. To the smali boy on a motor- 
cycle the road is a temptation that is 
irresistible. 

If the trees had not been so ruthlessly 
lopped and destroyed, the whole stretch 
would be even :nore attractive than it ts. 
A storm some years ago played havoc with 
the larger trees, but there was, surely, no 
necessity to strip. those that remained of 
their branches? Now that all the work 
connected with remaking the roads has 
been compictel. it may be hoped that new 
trees will be planted, either by 
the .municipal authorities, whick are 
responsible for the new roads, or by the 
Grand (anal Company itself. The canal 
bank has all the potentialities of a most 
pleasant boulevard if the trees were re- 
planted along the entire Jength of road. 

There is cne peculiarity abont the roal- 
way. So long as once is within the 
jurisdiction of the Rathmines Council 
there is electric light at night, but once 
the city boundary is crossed, west of 
Parnell Bridee, the lighting ceases, and 
one is plunged into the most profound 
darkness. ©ne would have thought that 
the Dublin Corporation, or (Commis- 
sioners, wonld have given as mnch 
attention to tke lighting as they did to 
the road surface; but, unfortunately, that 
is not the case. Into the city, into dark- 
ness! That seems to reverse what is 
usually believed and expected. 


Sandwich Wen. 


A correspondent writes :—I have seen it 
remarked in the “Diary” that the 
authorities are sweeping away the most 
obvious street nuisances, but there is still 
a very great menace to human safety, 
namely, the *‘ sandwich board,” which 
makes it necessary for its bearer to walk 
out in the street, in imminent danger from 
passing traffic, I do not know if there is 
any legal limit to the width of sandwich 
hoards, but if it was compulsory that they 
should not project beyond the shoulders, it 
would reduce the risk of the bearer and 
also the obstruction to traffic.

“I Am Come Home.” 


The allusion to Prince Charles Edward 
in a recent article on ‘‘The MacNeills of 
Barra,” reminds me—writes a corre- 
spondent—that it was on Eriskay, a small 
island in the Sound of Barra, that the 
Young Pretender first landed. When he 
trod on its rocky shore and felt the ground 
of his family’s ancient kingdom under his 
feet for the first time, he exclaimed: “I 
am come home.” He brought with him 
from France some seeds of the pink con- 
volvolus and sowed them in commemora- 
tion of his landing, and of the sanctuary 
he had received in France. The people of 
the Hebrides ascribe to Eriskay a more 
modern claim to fame, and one that may 
appeal, perhaps, to greater numbers than 
its Stuart tradition.

Sir,—I heartily ga hs i E 
the petition for nt on houses. How 
ir rn are all’ Trinh mari! é towns—with 
a few bright exceptions—chiefly on account 
of the misery of their paint! Go to Holland, 
and see the pride and gaiety of the houses, 
with their toy bricks and their doors and 
windows painted in bright green, grey, and 
black and white. Even their railings they 
like to make a picture, with white tips and 
two other colours—say, green and black. This 

looks so cosy that it makes one cheerful. 
Consider how you may white, pink, or 
yellow-wash even a Victorian hideosity in 
sham Moorish or sham Gothic, and almost 
all its frightfulness disappears. You will get 
at dusk, in any case, a quite charming back- 
ground for the climbing roses and Virginia 
creeper that “ Inquirer ’’ advocates. I would 
not suggest ramblers myself, as they prefer 
a draughty trellis, and get unhappy and 
green-fly infested on walls. There are, how- 
ever, any number of sweetly-scented climbers 
—Gloire de Dijon, besides other things, such 
as yellow jasmine, forsythia and ceanothus, 
which will decorate walls. 

Suppose that we start a town gardeners’ 
uild here, on the. lines of the National 
ardens’ Gmld, whose aim is to beautify the 
English towns and villages. Aspiring gar- 
deners can do so much, helped by the ex- 
perienced; and I think that co-operation by 
the neighbourly exchange of seeds, plants 
and advice would be very practical, It as 
absurdly expensive to buy seeds, etc., all by 
oneself, for a minute town garden. Should

CONGESTED QUAYS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

S1r,—Those who frequent the quays adjoin- 
ing O’Connell Bridge cannot fail to be struck 
by the way in which they are gradually 
being completely monopolised by the omnibus 
companies who use Burgh quay, Aston’s 
quay, and especially Eden quay, as their 
termini, apparently with the sanction of 
those in control of the city’s affairs. If the 
‘bus traffic continues to develop propor- 
tionately with the last few years, an abso- 
lutely intolerable state of affairs will shortly 
arise, and the problem should be definitely 
dealt with now, rather than that the present 
makeshift arrangements should be allowed to 
continue. 

The idea of bridging over the river for a 
certain space on either side of O'Connell 
Bridge is, 1 believe, not a new one, and I 
suggest that the Commissioners might 
seriously consider it, so that the floor space 
thus obtained might be used as a terminus 
for ‘buses and a parking ground for private 
motor cars, many of which now utilise por- 
tion of the bridge itself. The expense of the 
scheme might be heavy, but, as it would 
appear that a terminus or termini for ‘buses 
must be provided in the centre of the city 
to meet the demands of the citizens, I do 
not think there is any other way of meeting 
the situation. A certain amount of interest 
on the capital expenditure could be derived 
from rents charged to the ‘bus companies 
and others using the accommodation.  In- 
cidentally, constructive employment would be 
= to many of those now out of work.—

[The extract from the CAristian Science 
Monitor is as follows :— 

Mcntreal.—An intensive study of the 
problems of promoting the use of electrical 
energy on the farms of Quebec is now being 
made by the Public Service Commission of 
the Province, in co-operation with engineers 
of several of the largest hydro-electric com- 
panies. Where electric lines have been run 
into the rural areas it has been found that 
the habitants, despite a tradition of con- 
servatism, are fairly quick to employ electric 
appliances in their homes. 

At present the farmers using electric energy 
are paying an average of $18 per family per 
year, and it is claimed that the tendency is 
to double the use of electric power in five 
years as electrical appliances come to be 
appreciated and employed. 

In the Lake St. John district, where there 
has been an immence development of hydro- 
power in recent years by the Price-Duke and 
other interests, electricity is now. being used 
for cooking in the homes to an extent that 
has surprised recent investigators, although 
there is abundant wood for fuel around the 
electricity-using homes. ]

The Fatal Dole. 

For those who can interpret the signs 
of the times and have learned the lessons 
of history. Lord Incheape’s speech, at the 
annual meeting of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Steamship Company yesterday, 
will be {ull of haletul portent. He exposed 
the festering sore that is the cause of all 

““I left school at 
sate, “aid. Lond . Ineh- 
cape; ' I then secured a clerkship in’ an 
ofice for three years at. the. progressive 
salary of £5, £10 and £15 per. annum.”’ 
Since children now, as he pointed out, 
when. they leave school at the age of 
Gfteen, are to receive from the’ public 
purse fifteen shillings a 
until they find employment, he would 
have been at that time better off 
financially on a dole of £39 per annum. 
“ But in all likelihood,’ he coneluded, 
‘having no incentive, I’would never have 
learned to work and would probably be 
drawing the ola age peusion to-day.” There 
is no doubt that the modern tendency in 
domestic politics—especially as conceived 
by the Labour Party—is breeding a lazy 
and decadent generation. The doctrine of 
“work or maintenance’? has been ex- 
tended until it suggests to the masses a 
perpetual cornucopia, provided magically 
by dragooned capitalists, that will fill 
their mouths and will demand nothing in 
return. This idea is not new; but, un- 
fortunately, the consequences of a previous 
experiment appear to have heen forgotten. 
The Cersars doled out Egyptian corn 
to the idle scum that once had 
been the proud-cives Romani, and all 
historians know the result. A factious 
and irresponsible mob replaced the men 
whose patriotism in a more independent 
age had defeated the Etruscans and the 
Samnites, and the increasing rottenness 
of the capital helped to accelerate. the 
decline of the empire. Indeed, we regard 
the moral effects of the dole system as 
being even more serious than the unfair 
handicap which: it imposes upon trade. 
While citizens remain thrifty and indus- 
trious they can surmount all obstacles and 
can recover from situations that seem to 
be hopeless. At present, however, the 
Labour Party continues to pour out. its 
poison while it removes the antidote. The 
Lord Privy Seal’ purports to seek the cure 
for unemployment, but his colléagues, with 
no mnisgiving, place’ impost after, impost 
on industry to make the unemployed more 
unemployable. We hope that soon the 
pundits who control the destinies of 
Britain will realise that! it is uséless to 
let their ideals run contrary to Nature,

tainted by the scientific spirit, leave us no 
loyalties, no romance, no illusion?

Hardly was it announced that the 
field of Bapnockburn was to be made a 
Scottish national park, when the -icono- 
clasts’ rushed into print. In a mordant 
article which appeared in the Daily 
Telegraph and was followed by a series of 
letters, they sought to prove that Bannoc!- 
burn was less a battle than a skirmish, 
that it was not a victorv for Scotland, and 
‘that Bruce, beside being more of a 
scouridre! than of a hero, was an English- 
man. If they ere right, Scotsmen have 
worshipped an illusion for seven hundred 
years. It is argued that Edward never 
could have, put into the field the hundred 
thousand men of whow tradition speaks. 
Bruce’s army, again, is said to have been 
wholly unsupported by the old Scots. It 
was but a feadal and mercenary host jot 
together by. an Anglo-Norman adventurer 
who was figating is own blood and class, 
and was astonished to find himself at the 
end in tha lucky position to make himself 
king. bruce owned manors near London, 
where his name still is preserved, an“ 
rival correspondents claim for him descent 
from Yorkshire and Essex  fargilies. 
Nevertheless, Scots patriotism is net con- 
tent to surcen-ier the hero-king of Burns s 
poem. Champions of The Bruce recall the 
fact that many of the most famous kings 
of England were anen of French or German 
blood, “and yet, rightly enough, were 
actepted.as Englishmen. Is it reasonable, 
then, to deny.to Bruce, merely because 
his forebears had dwelt across the border, 
even as the forebears of English kings 
had dwelt across the Channel, the name ol 
the nationality. that he created or con- 
firnied? “As for his slaying of Comyn, it 
is argued that Comyn was a traitor who 
merely got his deserts. Reason as well as 
sentinient supports the Scottish side of the 
dispute.. Science has, proved, as Pro- 
fessor Eddington has said, that the table 
on which we write is but an immaterial 
tissue of pointer-readmgs; yet the table 
supports our toil.

A Treasure Ship. 


So may whatever tempest mars 
Mid ocean spare thee, sacred bark. 

All Italy breathes more freely since the 
ship, Leonardo da Vinci, arrived yesterday 
at. Gravesend ‘from Genoa. Who can 
wender that her stout captain, Angelo 
Sturlese, refused to leave the bridge 
during her eight days’ voyage’ Here was 
such a coincidence. as the boldest fiction 
never had contrived—the launching cf 
history’s richest cargo upon walure’é 
s’ rmiest seas. No ship since Noah’s— 
not Solomon’s, not Roman vessels packed 
with the plunder of Corinth and Athens, 
not stately Spanish galleons sailing frou: 
the Isthmus—carried a freight so precious 
as that which the Leonardo da Vinci has 
brought - safely through the Bay of 
Biscay. The world’s finest exhibition of 
Italian art—such an exhibition as has 
been: denied. hitherto to Italy's own gaze— 
wl be held, next ync:th, in London. 
Italy has not lost the splendid yenerosity. 
th>  prodigiosam comitatem, for which 
Erasmus praised her, The rarest treasures 
in her. public “galleries. and the purcst 
gems of her private collections have been 
lent to London. For the nonce Rome and 
Florence are stripped of half their glory. 
‘Their great pictures by Botticelli, Titian, 
Raphael and a score of other masters— 
these, with sculpture and varied works 
of art, lie to-day in the holds of the 
Leonardo da Vinci. Their total value is 
estimated at fourtcen million pounds, but 
the unique .and -the irreplaceable cannot 
be assessed in terths Of cash. Now that 
the Leonardo is safe in port, we may 
allow our fancy to dwell awfully upon a 
“might have been.” Like too many good 
ships-during the last few days, she might 
have been lost at sea. Such a loss wonld 
hay. been one of civilisation’s outstanding 
calamities—to. be compared with the burn- 
ing of the library at Alexandria or the 
Huns’ ravages in Rome. It would have 
¢reated anesthetic gap between the third 
decade of the twertieth century and the 
remainder of time. The mere thought is 
dreadful, but if will intensify London’s 
homage to the Prima Vere.

“NO SURRENDER © AND 


“ TURNCOATS.”" 


Ulster Players presented 
two. very amusing comedies, in Gerald 
Macnamara’s ' No Sutrender’’ and Lynn 
Dovle’s “‘Tuarncoats,” in last night's. pro- 
gramme “at the.

rish question was that relating to the 
film, ‘‘Ireland’s Rough-hewn Destiny,” 
vecently exhibited at the Imperial Insti. 
tute. and, in reply to Sir Nicholas 
Grattan Doyle, it was stated by DT. 
Shiels that the Empire Marketing Board 
was not responsible for the film, which 
was a production of Colonel Haddick ana 
one of a programme of films of public 
interest. Further questions sugested 
that the film was devoted to the Irish 
Free State alone and that Northern Ire 
land and her premier industry had been 
ignored. In any event, Irish people are 
to have an early opportunity of seeing 
the film for themselves, since it is to be 
shown at Limerick, Cork and Dublin 
during the present month. 


A Dominion Question. 


A question, put by Mr. Mander to the 
Dominions Office in the House this after. 
noon, asking whether or not it was 
proposed to make any change in the 
status of the High Commissioners of the 
Dominions, was answered to the effect 
that the Government was willing to do 
‘all that was possible to carry out the 
wishes of the Governménts of the Domi. 
nions. The point of the question has 
been the subject. of rumour during the 
past few days, and it is suggested that 
as a result of the recent Conferences of 
Experts in London, there will be a 
marked change in the status of the Hich 
Commissioners after the Imperial Con. 
ference of next year. It.is possible that 
they will become Imperial. Ambassadors 
rather than Commissioners and that their 
rank will be higher than it is at present. 
As Ambassadors they would be accredited 
directly to the King, thus tighteriing the 
imperial link which now holds the Empire 
together. 


Imperial Economic Unity.

GOVERNMENT'S

LORD PARMOOR AND THE 
MILNER REPORT. 


Lord Parmoor, replying for the Govern- 
ment, said “that he did not underrate the 
position in which Lord Lloyd stood in giving 
his opittion, but there were admitted autho- 
rities who took a view entirely contrary to 
what had been expressed in this debate. If 
Lord Lloyd's views were right, it appeared 
hopeless to suppose that this question could 
ever be settled: on a friendly basis. Lord 
Lloyd had asked whether the opinion of the 
Governor-General of the Sudan had been ex- 
pressed.

AN EVIL OMEN.

Phe general freight situation is deplorable, 
and owners have met with most disappoint- 
ing conditions in practically every grain- 
exporting centre, more particularly in Soutn 
Ameriea. 

At the moment it looks like cargo tonnage 
having to be laid ut; as the freights obtain- 
able in almost all trades are iheúfhcient to 
cover the costs of running.

WORK OF LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS. 


In the course of a lecture on “ Paths to World 
Peace’ at a meeting held last night under 
the auspices of the Dublin Jewish Siudents’ 
Union in Greenville Hall, Dolphin’s Barn, 
Mr. Bolton Wailer, M.A., said that this gene- 
ration would be the most foolish of all 
generations if, after their experience of war. 
its horrors and the general disasters that 
followed, they had not some desire amongst 
them for peace. The League of Nations had 
worked out plans, some not very successful, 
for the mainvenance of peace. In the League 
they had a regular network of organisations, 
whereby statesmen of ihe different countries 
could discuss matters in their early stages, 
and that habit of continual consultations ha-l 
a good effect and. was a big advance. In the 
League it was simply impossible for a states- 
man to think purely in the interests of his 
own country. Phey were getting a wider and 
more hopeful view of the world as a whole. 
Mr. Waller mentioned the case in which 
Mr. Henderson recently at the Council of the 
League had to make a statement in regard to 
the disturbances and massacres in Palestine. 
It struck him (the speaker) as a new thing 
in the management of world affairs that the 
representative of one of the strongest 
countries had to make a report—which was to 
the discredit of his country—to the repre- 
sentatives of other larger and smaller 
countries. Up to the present the League had 
succeeded in definitely settling some half- 
dozen disputes in which war was imminent 
and where hostilities were on the point of 
breaking out. Qne of the things the League 
had to see to was bow it onght to alter cou- 
ditions in the world to make changes in a 

aceful manner which in the past could only 

brought about by war. 

Mr. H. J. P Mortished, referring to what 
war being done in the Li » for interna- 
tional labour, said representatives of 40 or 
50 conntries met and discussed problems of 
common interest, and devised ways and 
means of improving the standard o living 
and liberty of the Various countries.

IN DUBLIN.

STEADY TRADE AND 
GOOD PRICKS., 
—— 


(From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
In addition to being the largest Christmas 
show of fat stock arranged under the auspices 
of the Dublin Cattle Salesmasters’ Associa- 
tion, the fixture in the Dublin Cattle Market 
yesterday was also one of the best, lt 
rought together 1,343 entries of fat cattle— 
about 300 over last year—and of these 
were horned, 575 were of the Aberdeen Angus 
type, 272 were fat stock under two years 
old, and 50 were prime fat cows. Of this 
big entry, from to 90 ai cent, might 
be regarded as top quality beef, fit for any 
company, the _eneral level of merit showing 
evidence of .improvement all round. 
Altogether, it was a gratifying display, and 
neither the organisers nor the exhibitors havo 
any reason to feel dissatisfied with the out- 
come. ad 

The judges included some of the principal 
cross-Channel and North of Ireland buyers, 
and a good marke was thus already assured. 
When the judging was complet vendors 
set to work about realising tLeir stock. As 
n result, no doubt, of the number -of tat 
stock shows and sales recently held in the 
County Meath and elsewhere, trade was not 
so lively as last year, although it was fairly 
steady. In fact, it was easy enough to effect 
sales at prices now current for Christmas 
beef, the range for non-prize winners being 
from 50s. to 55s., while prize winners brought 
from 55s. to @s. Some first prize takers 
ranged from 60s. to 65s., and in exceptional 
cases as much as 67s, per cwt. live weight. 

THE PRIZE WINNERS. 

Notable winrers yesterday were Mr. aud 
Mrs. M. G. Barry, Ginnetts Park, Summer- 
hill, Co. Meath, who carried off the cup for 
the best bullock in single classés, seven 
first prizes and four seconds. Between 
Trim, Kells, Navan and Dublin during the 
past week, these exhibitors have accounted 
for fifiy prizes. 

It was to an entry from this herd that the 
Irish Banks’ Trophy for the best bullock in 
a single class was awarded. This was an 
ideal fat show polly scaling 15cwt. 2qr. 91lb.. 
and was sold for £75, the top price of the 
day, equal to 96s. per cwt, live weight. 
Miss G. Smithwick, Kilcullen, was reserve for 
this honour with a bullock sealing 164 ewt., 
which was sold for £50, or about 60s, per 
cwt. live weight. 

The Irish Banks’ Trophy for the best heifer 
in a single class went to Messrs. J. Mcd. 
McCulloch and Sons, Gerrardstown, Bally- 
boughal, for one of nice type sealing l0cwt. 
Sqr. 2ilb, which sold for £36 10s. Mr. Alex. 
Thom, Cullen House, Slane, was reserve fo 
this distinction with an 11} ewt. heifer that 
afterwards realised £50, or 84s. per cwt. live 
weight. The purchaser was Mr, Shaw, of 
Warrington. 

Mr. John B. Tedcastle, Kilmullen House, 
Portarlington, won the Irish A.A. Bociety s 
trophy for early maturing polled bullocks 
having not more than central pair of perma- 
nent incisors showing, and bred by exhibi- 
tor, while Mr. Conaty, Ballyhist, Kells, won 
the Irish A.A. Cup for pure or cross-bred 
Angus bred by an exhibitor whose valuation 
does not exceed £80. Mr. W, D. Leybourne, 
Mount Vernon, Tullow, was reserve with a 
beast that changed hands at 55s. per cwt.

AN EPIGRAMMATIC POET. 


UNIVERSITY COLLEGE 
LECTURE. 


_ The inaugural meeting of the Classical 
Society of University College, Dublin, was 
held in Earlsfort terrace on Tuesday night, 
Dr, Coffey, President of University College. 
being in the chair. 

Professor Patrick Semple, M.A., delivered 
an address on “ Martial, an epigrammatic 
poet of the Early Empire.” 

He dealt with the origin and nature of 
epigram. After the climax of a period of 
literary development, men, in despair of 
imitation, turn to lesser forms of literature. 
The Early Empire was such a period of 
decadence, and epigram is one of the lesser 
types of liierature. Alexandria was the 
source of Roman epigram, but whereas tho 
Greeks used the rapier, the less artistic 
genius of the Roman preferred the bludgeon. 
Martial was a Spaniard who, on his own 
confession, came to Rome to live by his wits. 
Senecu, himself a Spaniard of great influence 
of Nero’s Court, helped Martial,a little, but 
not sufficiently to make him independent, 
Being a poor man, he was forced to attach 
himself to a rich patron in the humiliating 
position of client, His literary activities 
never made him rich, and he continually 
complains of poverty. His first epigram was 
written for the dedication and opening of the 
Coliseum. 

THE DESPISED PUN, 

Some of his epigrams are bright and 
amusing, others exceedingly dull, while a 
great many to modern taste seem rather 
coarse. The now despised pun was a 
favourite artifice of Martial. 

Professor Semple dealt with many of the 
move witty epigrams, which were much 
appreciated bv the audience. Martial s 
description of his garden in which a blade of 


grass was scarcer than the spIces of tho 
Orient. in which a snake could not stretch 
itself. in which a cucumber could not grow 


his wit has not lost 


straight. proved that ) 
In his old age Martial 


point with the ages. 


came back to his native Spain and never 
returned to the capital, as ho died within a 
few wear Pline’s verdict on his merits, 
‘4 man of genius, keen-witted, with 


humour and bitierness and not less eafidour,’ 
has been confirmed by succeeding ages. 
With all his faults of coarseness, flattery 
and occasional superficiality, Martial was a 
true poet. and his faults were not $0 much 
his as of his age. 


VOTE OF THANKS. 


Father Coyne, 8.J., Rector of Belvedere 
College, in proposing a vote of thanks to 
Professor Semple, gave the audience some 


interesting reminiscences of the hours that 
he spent at the feet of the lectnrer. ' 

Professor M. Tierney, M.A., in seconding 
the vote of thanks, said that, to judge 
Martial we must get into the atmosphere of 
the Roman Empire. He dwelt upon the 
importance of the Classical Society as a 
medium through which the average student 
might knowledge of the relative 
imporiance of different cultures, and ine. 
dentally a complete view of life, 

Professor Chauviré joined in 
Professor Semple for his enjovable paper.
